1832. no 
company, with the exception of 
the great American Fur Company 
itself, had at its 
command

backing and credit ol Sublette and 
Campbell. 
August 29, 1833, must have been 
a red-letter day for the redoubt­ 
able M cKenzie. On that date 
ne 
observed and later recorded the 
encam pment of the fur 
trading 
forces of Sublette and Campbell 
on the low er Yellowstone thiee 
m iles below his own stronghold g 
Fort Union. Here at Fort W illiam; 
the new1 com pany stood in open 
defiance of M cKenzie's despotic 
monopoly. 
Fatal, sw ift and sure came the 
countc»r-attaek of the "King of the 
Missouri.” 
Im mediately 
orders 
perm itting cut-throat com petition 
w ere sent by him to the American 
Fur Com pany’s posts. The price of 
furs rocketed. Single beaver skins, 
to prevent their going to Sublette 
and Campbell, commanded the e x ­ 
orbitant price of tw elve dollars. 
Among the Indians, the offer 
f 
a scarlet blanket for a buffalo robe 
was insufficient to Break M cKen­ 
zie’s monopoly. M isfortunes rain- 
on Sublette and Campbell. The 
Indians and their em ployees d e­ 
serted them for M cKenzie, w hile 
’ho possibility of reinforcem ent in 
m en and m erchandise was cut off 
by the plundering Fitzpatrick of 
ihe Rocky Mountain Fur Company 
by “a party” upon his arrival at 
Fort W illiam. In short. Sublette 
and Campbell were virtually an­ 
nihilated by the close of the se,?- 
son. so adverse were 
conditions 
and so perfect the control of the 
fur trade by M cKenzie. 
In a letter to D. D. M itchell at 
Fort M cKenzie, which 
for 
the 
sublety of its disclosures and the 
exultation of its tone is scarcely 
to be qualed, M cKenzie records 
his version of the contest betw’een 
him self and Sublette and Camp­ 
bell.— “Although on their start of 
here they made great show and 


was merely experim enting 
with 
the "fruits of the country” and al- 
h ugh “a very palatable article” 
had been produced, the 
passing 
experim ent bore no relation to the 
com pany’s business. But alas, the 
weapon used against Sublette and 
Campbell turned upon him. and 
the affair of M cKenzie’s 
“strong 
w ater” works at Fort Union ter­ 
minated his usefulness in the In­ 
dian country. 
Sublette’s and Cam pbell’s en ­ 
terprise was ended on the iviis- 
souri, but not their partnership in 
the fur trade. For ten years, until 
the dissolution of their partne - 
ship January 
12, 
1842—ninety- 
four years ago this 
w eek—thev 
operated in their old Rocky M oun­ 
tain territory and constituted the 
only serious opposition which e x ­ 
isted to the great American Fur 
Company.
